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Gonzalez’s budget includes 3.4 percent 


Sac State’s 2008-09 budget is based on the $312.9 in cuts to the California State University system from the governor's January proposal

Sacramento State President Alexander Gonza- 
lez announced his acceptance of a proposal that 
would reduce the university’s budget by 3.4 per- 
cent. 

In January, Gonzalez issued a budget call asking 
the provost and vice presidents of the university's 
colleges to reduce their budgets by 7 percent. 

The University Budget Advisory Commit- 


tee worked with the provost and division vice 
presidents to come up with a budget proposal 
for Gonzalez that found ways to reduce the 7 
percent cuts and still close the structural gap in 
the university's budget. The structural gap is the 
difference between the university’s revenues and 
expenditures. Sac State is facing a $10.3 million 
structural gap for the 2008-09 school year. 

The budget proposal for Sac State is based on 
the $312.9 million in cuts to the California State 
University system and a 10 percent student fee 


increase in Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger’s Janu- 
ary budget proposal. These figures could change 
with the May revise of the governor’s budget 
proposal, which will be released on May 14, said 
Emir Jose Macari, chair of the University Budget 
Advisory Committee and dean of the College of 
Engineering and Computer Sciences. 

The cuts to the CSU system could be deeper 
than originally proposed due to an expected $20 
billion state budget deficit, which is more than 
the figure used in developing the governor's pro- 


posal, 

The committee continues to meet and will re- 
vise its budget recommendations to Gonzalez 
depending on changes, either a higher or lower 
cut to the CSU system, to the proposed state 
budget in the May revise, Macari said. 

The 3.4 percent reduction to Sac State's budget 
is a campus-wide average with some divisions 
facing a higher or lower percentage. Informa-

CSU may 
offer doetor 
of nursing 
degrees

New legislation currently in its early 
stages could allow the California State 
University system to offer students a 
doctor of nursing practice degree in 
hopes of putting an end to California's 
nursing crisis. 

“Statewide, the California Board of 
Registered Nursing reported that in 
2005-06, nursing. programs turned 
away 61.3 percent of qualified appli- 
cants because there was not sufficient 
capacity to teach those eligible stu- 
dents,” said Teresa Ruiz, public affairs 
communications specialist for the 
CSU Chancellor's Office. “The goal of 
this bill is to expand the nursing pro- 
gram capacity by creating more facul- 
ty, so we can teach more students and 
increase the number of new nurses.” 
‘Californias nursing shortage is due 
to an endless cycle that is caused by 
a lack of available nursing programs.

Associated Students Inc. held its spring address in the Library

Nicole Hoffelt, freshman communication studies major, said 
she could not come to the address because she was in class.

school year, celebrating their re- 
turn with a second place win. 

Vice President of TKE Austin 
Preston said that with TKE’s re- 
turn to campus, the fraternity 
is a tighter, more loyal group of 
students. 

“Our brotherhood is a lot 
stronger than it was before. 
When you have a group of 75 to 
80 guys, you have a lot of clicks) 
Preston said. “I believe since we 
now have a strong core of peo- 
ple, we can slowly increase our 
numbers while still maintaining 
unity.” 

TKE was suspended from cam- 
pus last year when it rushed two 
students who, at the time, did 
not attend Sacramento State, 
which officials said was in viola- 
tion of the university’s policy.

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Annual survey shows satisfaction with 


Sacramento’s general environment

Sacramento State's Institute for 
Social Research conducted its an- 
nual survey this year in which it 
found that 85 percent of Sacra- 
mento-area and local. residents 
are satisfied with the general en- 
vironment. 

During the survey, which was 
administered Feb. 16 to March 2, 
sociology students and members 
of the Institute of Social Research 
asked residents of Sacramento, 
Yolo, Placer and El Dorado coun- 
ties how satisfied they were with 
the general lifestyle in the Sac- 
ramento region. Residents had 
three options: to answer as “very 
satisfied? “somewhat satisfied” or 
with a “do not know” response. 

The results decreased by 2 per- 
cent from 2007, but still remained 
above the lowest satisfaction rate 
in 2006 at 83 percent. 

About 1,200 people in the Sac- 
ramento area were surveyed; all 
were over 18 years of age. The par- 
ticipants of the survey were asked 
questions on what they thought 
was the biggest problem in terms 
of gas prices, state budget, econ- 
omy, weak housing market, pol- 
lution, crime; flood control and 
traffic congestion. 

Possible responses to these 
questions were: “a big problem,’ 
“somewhat of a problem,” “not a 
problem,’ or “do not know.’ 

With average gas'prices at nearly 
$4 per gallon in Sacramento, it 
was no surprise to see that 74 
percent of those who participat- 
ed said gas prices are the biggest 
problem, said associate sociology 
professor and Director of Sociol- 
ogy Amy Liu. Only 20 percent 
said it is somewhat of a problem, 
five percent said it is not a prob- 
lem and one percent said they did 
not know. 

“Gas is going up every day, and 
this affects everybody,’ Liu said. 

According to the research, only 
49 percent of the citizens in Sac- 
ramento think that the area is 
going in the right direction. This 
is the first time since 2002 that 
less than half of residents think 
that Sacramento’ is going: inthe 
rightidirection:! ‘According to: the 
research findings, this is due in 
part to the Sacramento housing 
market experiencing hard times 
in the last year and that accord- 
ing to the California Association 
of Realtors, “Sacramento median 


home prices have dropped steeply 
~ 30.9 percent compared to Feb- 
ruary 2007” 

After the research from the sur- 
vey was assessed, it is clear to see 
that people are concerned about 
the outcome of where they live 
and the institute is interested to 
hear their feedback, Liu said. 

“This is an annual survey that 
provides resources for the Insti- 
tute for Social Research, the peo- 
ple of Sacramento, and those who 
are running for local election; Liu 
said. “This is unbiased data and 
with local elections coming up, 
candidates need to address these 
issues. How will the candidate 
change the problems?” 

Throughout the survey, of the 
1,200 people who were surveyed, 
74 percent saw gas prices as a big 
problem, along with the budget 
deficit at 71 percent and the econ- 
omy at 56 percent. 

Those who are women home- 
owners, are more likely than men 
and non-homeowners to think 
that the budget deficit is a big is- 
sue. Furthermore, women who 
have a low revenue of less than 
$50,000 have a more negative out- 
look on the economy. 

Suzanne O'Keefe, associate pro- 
fessor of economics, said that em- 
ployment is tied to the state bud- 
get, especially in Sacramento. 

“A lot of workers in California 
work for the state,” O’Keefe said. 
“Tt makes sense that the people of 
Sacramento are worried about the 
budget deficit; it has an impact on 
everything we enjoy, including 
education and employment op- 
portunities.” 

O’Keefe said that although the 
entire state of California will be 
affected by the state budget, Sac- 
ramento will feel it sufficiently 
more than other places. 

“Sacramento will feel the burden 
through the employment of the 
Capitol’s state workers,’ she said. 

Another issue that was addressed 
was whether residents were satis- 
fied with their financial standings. 
More than 70 percent of those 
surveyed were content with how 
much money they make. This tells 
us that the people of Sacramento 
are generally satisfied, Liu said. 

“Lane pretty happy with the life 
in Sac. (The survey) shows that 
(residents) do worry about the fi- 
nancial situation and the health of 
the economy, Liu said. 

Sac State freshman _psychol- 
ogy major and Sacramento resi- 
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dent Kayla Gutierrez said that 
the general results to this survey 
are something she can see to be 
true when it comes to being sat- 
isfied with the city. However, she 
said she disagrees with how only 
49 percent of residents think that 
Sacramento is heading in the right 
direction. 

“IT like Sac a lot. Coming from 
Antioch, Calif., I am able to see 
that there is always something to 
do,’ Gutierrez said. “I don’t think 
that Sac is going in the wrong di- 
rection though; I think 49 percent 
is a pretty low amount of people 
who think it is going in the right 
direction. Sac is a great place to 
establish a great career.” 

Although crime was not part of 
the top three in regards to resi- 
dents seeing it as a big problem, 
the residents of the Sacramento 
region did show that it was some- 
what of a problem. From 2003, 
27 percent of residents saw crime 
as a problem, while in the 2008 
results, 31 percent saw crime as 
something that should be looked 
at, according to the survey; this is 
a four percent rise. 

Sgt. Tim Curran, the sheriff’s 
spokesman of Sacramento, said 
although crime is important, he is 
glad that it is not in the top three 
of biggest problems in Sacramen- 
to. 

“I think the results reflect how we 
work. We are very good at throw- 
ing resources at an issue. Violent 
crime was down approximately 40 
percent compared to last year, and 
should always be a concern of the 
people,’ Curran said. 

Junior marketing major Kati Da- 
vis said she is surprised that crime 
was not seen as a larger problem 
in Sacramento. 

“T always turn on the TV and see 
that somebody was shot or killed 
in Sac,’ Davis said. “I just thought 
people would think that besides 
gas, crime is a big problem?”

the end of the week and a winner is announced. 

The Greek community finds that the events are not just about com- 
petition, said Karlos Santos-Coy, former member of Pi Kappa Alpha 
and program adviser for Student Activities. 

“For one week out of the year, nearly 600 to 700 members come out 
together to add to campus life. For them, it goes beyond competi- 
tion,’ Santos-Coy said. “It's a chance to bond with your organization 
and create a level of bonding between the different organizations. 
They become better members of our campus community.” 

When the community holds an event on campus, it is an opportu- 
nity for the campus community to come together and when a student 
chooses to engage him or herself in any way with the community, he 
or she adds to the image of Sac State, Santos-Coy said. 

Freshman nursing major Garrett Welsh said the campus commu- 
nity can benefit from events like Greek Week. 

“The Greeks are doing a good job of showing people who may not 
want to be involved otherwise that they can have fun and include 
everyone, Welsh said. 

Hicks said TKE is excited for the opportunity to once again show- 
case its athletic abilities and create a bond with other fraternities. 

“This is a time when the Greek community can come together and put 
aside differences. We can work toward a common goal, and that’s en- 
hancing the way our campus and its Greeks are viewed)’ Hicks said. 

Preston said that the bond between fraternities is stronger than it 
would be if they were not engaging in competition. 

“When we go to events together, it shows we are strong. The rela- 
tionships are something you never stop working on,’ Preston said. 
“Over time, those bonds can dissolve, but you have to work hard and 
make sure it’s not deteriorating”

allowed students from American River College to rush and become 
members of the fraternity. The advisers brought the accusations to 
TKE’s Board of Advisers. 

Hicks said the accusations brought against the fraternity were true 
at the time they were made. He said two students who previously at- 
tended Sac State participated in the rush and initiation process. They 
were going to be allowed inactive status until they returned to Sac 
State. 

Rush is a process in which a fraternity or sorority holds events 
for potential members to get to know more about the organization. 
After rush week is complete, fraternities and sororities accept bids 
from pledges and begin the initiation process. Active members invite 
pledges to be initiated. 

The current rules set by the fraternity’s national organization state 
that TKE is allowed to rush new members who do not attend the col- 
lege at -which their chapter is established ‘as long‘as these members 
have an inactive status. To attain an active status, the prospective 
member needs to be “in good standing at the institution that he is 
attending.” To be in good standing, a member must retain a 2.0 GPA 
and carry at least 12 units. 

After it was brought to his attention that the students were in fact 
being rushed, Program Adviser for Student Activities Tom Carroll in- 
formed the board that this was in violation of the university’s policy. 
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Hicks said the board asked TKE to remove its pledges immediately. 

“Basically, at this point, the board found out we were doing things 
they didn’t know about and that didn’t make them happy,’ Hicks 
said. 

Student Activities and the board requested that TKE no longer allow 
the pledges in question to participate in activities or become mem- 
bers. However, TKE allowed the two men to complete the initiation 
process. 

“Some people felt that they had come too far. The process is really 
rigorous and we didn’t want to put them through it again,’ Hicks’said. 
“We were just going to wait until they returned to Sac State to make 
them active.” 

The board met and decided that, for an undecided amount of time, 
TKE would remove the Theta-Upsilon chapter from Sac State until 
the board felt it was back on the right track. 

Santos-Coy said it is important for a fraternity’s alumni to be in- 
volved with the organization. Santos-Coy said that because the board - 
stepped in, TKE was able to avert further action from the university. 

“It’s important to note that our Greek organizations take their re- 
sponsibilities very seriously. Once (TKE members) .realized there 
was a problem, they addressed it themselves before we had to? San- 
tos-Coy said. 

The Greek organizations on campus each have their own sets of val- 
ues and standards. As long as the chapters strive to meet high stan- 
dards, they will succeed and be reflective of the kind of community 
Sac State wants to have, Santos-Coy said. 

During the time TKE was suspended from campus, monthly meet- 
ings were held by the board in an effort to redefine what the chapter 
wanted to’ portray and accomplish. 

Hicks said the board worked with members to redefine the positions 
held by officers and develop ways in which current officers could pass 
their information on to their successors. Hicks agreed with Santos- 
Coy in that a strong relationship with the board is what strengthens 
the fraternity. 

“What led us in trouble before was that they were left in the dark a 
lot. I decided to give them weekly updates on what is happening, so 
they will be able to step in if we ever go down the wrong path again? 
Hicks said. 

In addition, Hicks said a good relationship with the school helps 
TKE to better focus on its community service and efforts to bring a 
positive image to the Greek community. 
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Nursing: Six universities offer doctoral nursing programs in 
California, University of California the only system to do so 
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Without the programs, there are less qualified fac- 
ulty members available to train students in nursing; 
this causes a limited amount of student nurses to 
graduate, which results in.the shortage. 

Only the University of California offers nursing 
doctorate degrees to its students, but under Sen. 
Jack Scott’s (D-Pasadena) Senate Bill 1288, they 
could also be accessible through the CSU system. 

“In California, only six universities offer doctoral 


nursing programs, the minimal level to qualify 


graduates for tenure-track faculty positions,” Ruiz 
said. 

On April 17, the bill was overwhelmingly passed 
by the Senate Education Committee. It is waiting 
for a vote in the Senate Appropriations, a fiscal 
committee that will determine what the costs as- 
sociated with the bill might be. 

The only problem with the bill and installing the 
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programs within the CSU is the funding. 

Because the bill would allow doctorates to be 
awarded through state schools, the initial funding 
for the programs is going to.come through private 
donations. 

Ann Stoltz, department chair for the division of 
nursing, said this is in large part due to the pro- 
posed budget cuts California is experiencing. 

“The problem is there is no funding for it; Stoltz 
said. “Given the budget times we are having right 
now, the only way to get it through legislation was 
by saying it would have to be funded privately in 
the beginning” 

During a meeting at the CSU Chancellor’s Office 
with all the department chairs, Stoltz said the pos- 
sibility of establishing these programs within the 
CSU system was discussed and overwhelmingly 
supported by those in attendance. 

If the bill passes, the only other issue that would 
stand in the way of implementing these programs,

aside from funding, would be a lack of qualified 
faculty. 

“Not everyone has the faculty to be prepared to 
offer the program, Stoltz said. “They all have to 
have a doctorate in order to teach these programs.” 

Only two out of 12 nursing faculty members have 
their doctorates at Sac State, Stoltz said. 

There are several other nursing faculty members 
who are in the process of working toward a doctor- 
ate, something they are doing in addition to teach; 
ing at Sac State, Stoltz said. 

“We are really working on increasing our quali- 
fied faculty, Stoltz said. “In about three years, if 
everyone stays, we would conceivably have enough 
faculty to teach the programs.” 

Even if Sac State had the qualified amount of fac- 
ulty to offer the programs, it would take another 
year or two of planning to actually implement them 
on campus. 

Given the need for faculty with doctorates and the 
planning of these programs, Sac State would not 
be posed to start anything until about five years, 
Stoltz said. 

But SB 1288 has to pass the legislative commit- 
tees before anything can be implemented into 
the CSU system. 

As of press time, the bill is waiting for the fis- 
cal committee hearing, which will determine the 
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financial impacts the bill could have on the state. 
The hearing will be held mid-May. 

“It's in'the beginning stages, but we are really op- 
timistic,’ said Wendy Gordon, spokesperson for 
Scott. “Senator Scott has worked with the governor 
before on nursing education programs so this has a 
good chance of passing.” 

Because the bill passed overwhelmingly in the 


first Senate hearing, Gordon said it shows its popu- - 


larity and the support that people have for it. 

The bill is also supported by the University of Cal- 
ifornia system, which the CSU had to work with in 
order to get its approval, as it is the only university 
system in California that offers a nursing doctor- 
ate. 


. “The state recognizes that the CSU is one of the 


best outlets to offer a doctorate because we graduate 
about 90,000 students a year into the work force,’ 
said Paul Browning, spokesperson for the CSU. 

If passed, SB 1288 could create and expand nurs- 
ing programs and increase the number of qualified 
faculty, thus allowing the CSU and California com- 
munity colleges to operate at a larger capacity. 

All nursing programs within the CSU and com- 
munity colleges are operating at capacity, which is 
why so many applicants get turned away. 

Tiffany Castle, junior pre-nursing major at Amer- 
ican River College, said the bill will open oppor- 
tunities for current nursing 
students. A 

“SB 1288 is a good idea, be- 
cause there is a big demand for 
nurses,’ Castle said. “Because 
the program is so competitive, 
a lot of applicants get turned 
away and this would help solve 
that problem?’ 

Castle said the program will 
help her personally by giv- 
ing her a better chance to get 
into the classes and graduate 
sooner. 

More importantly, Castle said 
it will help others by putting 
out more nurses and helping 
California’s economy. 

“Nurses are vital because they 
help care for others during 
emergency situations,’ Castle 
said. “I think it will also boost 
Californias economy because 
more people will have jobs.”

Gonzalez said he was happy with the performance of ASI over the last year. 

“They set a high threshold for the incoming board members to reach 
for;? Gonzalez said. 

One of AST’s greatest accomplishments this year was the march to the 
State Capitol in which 4,000 students from all across California attend- 
ed. The effort was in protest of student fee increases as a result of Goy. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s proposed budget cuts, Romero said. 

Robert Torres, ASI secretary of State Affairs and recently elected exec- 
utive vice president, said he was very happy with the accomplishments 
of ASI over the last year. 

“Every year, ASI sets the bar higher and_I think this year (it) definitely 
set the bar much higher than ever before? Torres said. “We have been 
able to accomplish so many things for the students, much more than 
ever before.”

Romero said ASI hit évery point of the Strategic Plan that was in place 
at the beginning of the year. 


The first strategic goal of ASI this year was to make the image of 


the organization more apparent. Romero said this was accomplished 
through “Days in the Quad” events, “Coffee and Conversation” discus- 
sions and marches to the Capitol. 

Student representation in committees for environmental sustainability 
was ASI’s second goal. Walter Wallace, ASI vice president of University Af- 
fairs, said ASI offices use 100 percent recycled paper and as a result, all 
board meetings are paperless. In addition, ASI distributes water bottles to 
reduce the number of disposable plastic bottles in‘use on campus. 

The third goal was to make the environment of Sac State more inviting for the 
community and alumni. ASI accomplished this through inviting the alumni to 
the end-of-the-year banquet and focusing the attention on the alumni. 

Putting electronic signs on campus to advertise ASI events and assist- 
ing in emergency situations are long-term goals of ASI that this year’s 
board began, Romero said. 

The fourth goal of the plan was to promote advancement. ASI has be-

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gun to look into moving the ASI offices to a separate building in hopes 
of making the organization more accessible to the campus as well as the 
Sacramento community. 

Torres said one accomplishment ASI achieved this year was postpon- 
ing an increase in graduate student fees. The organization obtained 
student opinion through surveys and found that graduate students on 
campus were not opposed to an increase, because many felt the increase 
would benefit students. 

The California State Student Association is now reviewing the in- 
crease to determine what benefit graduate students could have. 

In addition to focusing on its goals for the year, ASI athletic director 
Armand Jackson said ASI funds 48 percent of athletics and was able 
to make it possible for Sac State students to attend home games free of 
charge with a school ID card. 
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Budget: No drastic cuts to classes, course schedule, official says 
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tion Resources & Technology is facing the highest cuts 
at 5 percent, while Student Affairs, Athletics and Gov- 
ernmental & Civic Affairs are facing the lowest at 2. 1 
and 0 percent respectively. Academic Affairs has been 
reduced in the proposal by 3.5 percent. 


Information Resources & Technology is one of the 


newest divisions on campus to undergo a major re- 
organization, Macari said. The division will still be 
able to operate very well with a 5 percent reduction, 
he said. 

The division of Student Affairs is receiving among 
the lowest reductions because it is critical to Sac State's 
enrollment and retention efforts and has made great 
strides in improving its services in recent years, said 
Joseph Sheley, Sac State provost and vice president of 
Academic Affairs., 

“We have moved (Student Affairs) up to A-level per- 
formance and we can't step back; Sheley said. “It is 
critical over the next couple of years to give the divi- 
sion the support it needs” 

The 3.4 percent reduction to Sac State's budget, as 
opposed to 7 percent, means that the university will 
not need to make any drastic cuts to classes and the 
course schedule, Macari said. 

However, the 3.5 percent reduction to Academic Af- 
fairs does mean that the university will have to alter 
the course schedule, Sheley said. Deans and depart- 
ment chairs are working on ways to create a schedule 
that delivers a quality education with the right mix of 
larger and smaller class sections that meet students 
needs, he said. 

There are two major issues and constraints in this 
area, Sheley said. The first is an infrastructural issue 
— to what extent does the university have the capacity 
to increase the size of class sections and still deliver 
high-quality instruction. The second is to what extent 
students adapt to changes in the schedule. Students 
will be asked to make major decisions and be more 
flexible with regards to their schedules. 

“This is fairly new territory,’ Sheley said. “It is a huge 
experiment that we have to monitor closely.’ 
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The University Budget Advisory Committee recom- 
mended using carry-over funds to pay down the uni- 
versity’s debt. Carry-over funds are monies not spent 
in the previous year that can be used in the next year’s 
budget and cannot be replenished. 

The proposal calls for using $4.3 million of the more 
than $8 million in carry-over funds to pay: off the 
university’s loans. ‘This is a long-term strategy that will 
reduce expenditures by $1.45 million a year. 

The proposal also calls for increasing the university's 
revenue by holding the money received from student 
fees in a savings account until it needs to be spent and 
using the interest earned on those funds for expendi- 
tures. The university's two main sources of revenue are 
the state’s general fund and student fees. 

In previous years, the state held on to student fees, 
but in a deal with the state brokered by the CSU 
Chancellor's Office and the CSU Board of Trustees, 


.the university system will be able to control and invest 


student fee revenues itself. 

Interest earned on student fees are expected to gen- 
erate approximately $1.8 million annually, Macari 
said. The committee has proposed putting $1.3 mil- 
lion of the money earned on interest into the baseline 
funding with the remaining $500,000 used as carry- 
over funds for upcoming years, he said. 

Sheley said this is an effort to make the university 
less dependent on state funding and manage its own 
resources. For the first time, the administration devel- 
oped a rudimentary three-year budget plan in case the 
state's economic downturn continues, he said. 

The campus community needs to have a vision of 
where it wants to be in three years and a plan for how 
to get there, Sheley said. Otherwise, the university will 
continue to be a victim of the state's up-and-down 
economic cycles, he said. 

In the interest of accountability and transparency, 
Gonzalez said the committee’s budget recommenda- 
tions will be available to view on the Sac State website. 
Gonzalez urged the campus community to look at the 
recommendations and proposals. 

“If you are informed and know what's going on with 
the budget, you can help by giving us insights,’ he 
said. 
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The University Budget Advisory Committee's bud- 
get proposal has not been posted to the university’s 
website. Macari said the committee's recommenda- 


tions will not be posted until after the May revise of 


the governor's proposed state budget when the com- 
mittee will decide whether to make.any changes or 
new recommendations to its proposal based on the 
new data. 

“Tt was great seeing all sectors of the University on 
stage at the budget briefing,” Macari said. “This is the 
first time that faculty, staff and administrators have 
worked so closely together to address issues of great 
importance to our University. Most of credit should be 
given to President Gonzalez for opening up the-pro- 
cess and moving us to a new era of trust and budget- 
ary transparency.’

Did you go out and vote in the Associ- 
ated Students Inc. elections last week? 
Of course you didn’t. It didn’t matter 
that there were signs posted all over 
campus, debates were held and The 
State Hornet even took the time to in- 
terview and endorse candidates - the 
voter turnout somehow managed to be 
lower than last year. 

' Six, that’s right, six percent of the Sac- 
ramento State student population took 
the time to vote for the candidates who 
would represent them for the upcom- 
ing year. A total of 1,616 students vot- 
ed. That total was 73 students less than 
last year’s total. 

How could this have happened? 
Maybe it was because there was only 
one candidate, Miguel Cervantes, 
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who was running for president of ASI. 
Maybe it was because several other 
positions such as director of Arts and 
Letters, director of Engineering and 
Computer Sciences and director of Un- 
declared did not have any candidates 
petition to run. 

The simplest and most logical expla- 
nation is usually the right one. In this 
case, the explanation is that students 
either don’t know, don’t care or aren't 
the least bit interested in anything ASI 
does. Most students on campus prob- 
ably can’t tell you what ASI stands for, 
much less about any of the programs it 
sponsors, 

The buzzword that was used all too 
frequently by ASI representatives last 
year was “visibility” The students’ vis- 
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ibility of ASI was the major concern. 
They were convinced that there could 
be no scenario in which the voter turn- 
out would go any lower than seven per- 
cent, but it did. It could be that students 
are too busy to vote, which seems un- 
likely because there were booths set up 
outside of the University Union for two 
days last week. Most likely, students 
are not impressed with the work ASI 
has done for them in the past and feel 
neither loyalty to any of the candidates 
nor affiliation with any party. No one is 
expecting students to have any loyalty 
to any of the slates, platforms or par- 
ties, or whatever they want to be called, 
because the names and ideas change 
every election. 

Of course, this diagnosis of students’ 


assessment of ASI would be incomplete 


if we didn’t rehash the concept that this. 


is a commuter campus and students 
don’t feel any connection to Sac State. 
This is just a place to get a degree for 
many who attend, so getting them to 
have interest in campus politics is next 
to impossible. 

So what is ASI to do? There is re- 
ally nothing that ASI can do to reach 


the students. As long as Sac State is 


viewed as just another commuter cam- 
pus, it will be nearly impossible to get 
students excited about voting in an ASI 
election. ASI needs to work on finding 
students to fill the vacant positions, 
and then it can worry about drawing 
more students to the polls. 

Ideally, next year’s election will 
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not see a lower turnout. There is really 
nowhere to go but up. However, some 
of us at The Hornet were idealistic 
enough to think that was the case with 
this most recent election. Obviously, 
we were embarassingly wrong. 

The elections are important to the fu- 
ture of this campus, despite what voter 
turnout may suggest. These candidates 
come from different upbringings, edu- 
cations and cultural backgrounds, and 
they are the only voice for the diverse 
campus population here at Sac State. 

No one expects ASI to lead the charge 
to repeal the proposed budget cuts to 
the CSU system. No one expects ASI 
to make this campus into a destination 
campus. Maybe that is the problem. No 
one expects anything from ASI.

running with a platform that aims to celebrate diversity, promote 
unity and provide student services. 

Eight members of Action were elected into the 11 positions that 
candidates ran for, including all five executive positions. 

Current Secretary of State Affairs Roberto Torres is the new ex- 
ecutive vice president and incumbent Tim Snyder was: reelected as 
vice president of Finance. Felix Barba, current director of Arts and 
Letters, is the new vice president of University Affairs, and Kathryn 
Murray is the new vice president of Academic Affairs. 

Two of the eight candidates who ran under the Imagine Revolution 
slate that promoted change within ASI were elected. One of the four 
candidates running individually was elected into office. 

Kiran Tariq, director of Business, ran individually for her current 
position and said it was intimidating because she didn't have the sup- 
port system provided by a slate. She said candidates who are new to 
ASI and its elections should run with a slate. 

Tariq said the majority of candidates who were elected into office 
were not only members of Action, but have the experience in ASI, 
know how to approach the elections and have more publicity and vis- 
ibility than other candidates. 

Murray said students voted for the candidates they wanted to. She 
said members of Action talked to students every day during cam- 
paigning and on election days. 

“The people on my team, we all worked really hard at getting our 
name out there and letting these students know who we were and 
what we're about,’ Murray said. 

Eight of the 11 candidates elected into office are involved with ASI 
on the board or ina staff position. During her involvement with ASI, 
Murray said candidates without experience often do not take action 
until the second semester in office. She said they spend the first se- 
mester getting acquainted with the organization and procedures. 

“(Current ASI-involved candidates) understand the organization. 
We all are acquainted with the people we need to talk (with) to get 
things done,’ Murray said. “When we start, we'll be ready to get 
things done” 

Christina Steuart, new director of Natural Sciences and Mathemat- 
ics, was never involved with ASI. She said students without experi- 
ence can provide a fresh perspective. 

“Once youre involved with something, you can be blind-sided by all 
the things you're supposed to do,’ Steuart said. “(Candidates without 
experience) bring in a fresh set of ideas.” 

She also said directors currently in the positions may become com- 
fortable and not be as motivated as new directors. 

Despite the campaigning efforts of the candidates and ASI advertis- 
ing, approximately six percent of the student body - 1,616 students 
- voted in the elections. The voter turnout decreased from last year’s 
turnout by 73 students. 

Sacramento State students reflected on why they didn’t vote in the 
elections. 

Elizabeth LeCompte, senior environmental studies major, said she 
“didn't feel educated enough to vote.” LeCompte didn’t know what 
ASI does or who the candidates were. She found out what ASI stood 
for on voting day when a representative asked her if she wanted to 
vote. A 

The low voter turnout might have been a result of students not feel- 
ing connected to ASI, LeCompte said. 

“We see the signs but it doesn’t mean anything to us,’ she said. 

Kevin Hayes, junior communication studies major, didn’t vote be- 
cause of a lack of interest in the elections. Hayes said he comes to 
campus for his classes and then leaves. Even though the candidates

approached Hayes, he still didn’t want to vote. 

“I was approached by a couple people who were running,’ Hayes 
said. “I think they did a good job putting themselves out there.” 

Christina Tamai, junior kinesiology major, is in her first semester at 
Sac State and “wasn't really aware we vote for student government.” 
She was informed that an election was taking place when she saw the 
signs around campus. 

Candidates running in the elections were disappointed at the low 
voter turnout. 

Torres questioned what ASI did wrong to not get more students to 
vote. (this sentence is kind of awkward) He said ASI did more adver- 
tising of the elections this year by passing out fliers and voter book- 
lets. 

“I remember we were out there just passing out fliers and somebody 
from ASI passes by saying we need 76 more votes in order to reach 
the five percent mark. I was like, really? We're celebrating a five per- 
cent mark?” Torres said. 

Per the ASI Bylaws, five percent of eligible voters are required to 
vote to make the election valid. 

Torres said ASI needed more presence among students and should 
have been promoting more with canopies and events to stress the 
importance of elections. -He said students need to elect a student 
government they feel will be accountable to the students and use the 
student fees wisely. 

Alexander Huttleston, candidate for vice president of Academic 
Affairs, said he thinks the low voter turnout shows “how disenfran- 
chised students feel from the student government.” 

Huttleston said he hoped the involvement of two slates and his indi- 
vidual efforts to encourage all students to vote would have increased 
turnout. He said he doesn't feel like he has daily representation from 
the student government or someone to turn to for answers. 

“I feel that type of impression really makes students feel like the 
elections are irrelevant because if they're not seeing anything after

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the elections happen, it really, I think, discourages people,’ Huttleston 
said. “If people feel like they’re not going to get anything from taking 
five minutes out of their lives to vote, it shows there is not a very high 
opinion of student government.” 

Voter turnout for elections of the Associated Students of UC Da- 
vis comparably had fewer students eligible to vote, but more students 
voting than Sac State from 2007-08. ASI’s voter turnout ranged from 
1,600 to 1,700 during this period, but voter turnout for Associated 
Students of UC Davis ranged from 4,600 to 2,700. 

The ASI Bylaws allow all undergraduates and graduates to vote. Ac- 
cording to the Associated Students of the UCD Bylaws, only under- 
graduate students are allowed to vote in the elections, decreasing the 
number of eligible students in comparison to Sac State. 

Jeremy Ross, the most recent chair of the Associated Students of the 
UCD Election Committee, said voter turnout at UC Davis is highest 
when there is a referendum to student fees and services or when the 
positions are highly contested. 

Ross said the voter turnout is highest among freshmen because 
many live on campus, but the largest flux in voter turnout is among 
sophomores, juniors and seniors. 

Ross said the student government advertises through the student ra- 
dio and newspaper, and holds debates among candidates to increase 
visibility of the elections. However, he said it’s difficult to reach out to 
students living off-campus in spread-out locations. 

“There's really not a whole lot we can do to encourage those people, 
especially since they all live off-campus,’ Ross said. “It would cost a 
lot of money to really heavily reach out to all those different people”

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tudents can now know all state workers’ salaries, including 
faculty, administration and staff with just one click, thanks 
to the Sacramento Bee's database.

The State Hornet decided to deliver the raw numbers. 

The catch? Only full time faculty members are listed. That 
cuts about half of the professors you see on a daily basis. 

Depending on the hiring date, experience and the job mar- 
ket among other things, salaries in some departments can 
range from $50,00 to $100,00. For example, only three of the 
seven of the listed full-time faculty salaries appeared in the 
Speech Pathology department. That makes the average sal- 
ary $85,192.

Most Sacramento State students have grown up with 
some form of the Japanese culture seeping into their lives, 
unknowingly or not. “The Ninja Turtles? “Shogun” and 
the classic California sushi roll are all familiar to the aver- 
age non-Japanese student. For the Sac State Japanese Club, 
its goal is to educate students about the Japanese culture 
without an American spin on things. 

When exchange student and vice president of the Japa- 
nese Club, Sachiko Kobayshi, first arrived in America 
from Japan four years ago, she said she was pretty sur- 
prised how much of her native culture was immersed into 
ours. 

Kobayshi, a communication studies major, joined the 
Japanese club where she and fellow club members practice 


the language and plan events to educate students about 
the culture. 

Kobayshi said she is focusing her studies on intercultural 
communication, and plans on returning to Japan after she 
graduates. She said she would like to see more aspects of 
her culture acknowledged and understood at Sac State. 

The Japanese Club is where she is trying to accomplish 
just that. 

“Some people think the culture is just about sushi, nin- 
jas and geishas, and that’s all they know,’ Kobayshi said. 
“There is so much more than that” 

Kobayshi said that the club focuses on what is truly, au- 
thentically Japanese: the art, language and customs, even 
the food, which she said is very much Americanized here. 
For instance, Mikuni’s does not get the J-club’s stamp of 
approval. 

“T’ve never had sushi with avocado in it before I came 


here,” she said. 

President of the Japanese Club Chris Lamb has been 
studying Japanese for five years. Lamb said various aspects 
of the Japanese culture interest him, but what he really en- 
joys is just how different it is compared to American cul- 
ture. Lamb said the club focuses on aspects of the Japanese 
culture that aren’t widely known. 

“(The Japanese Club) goes beyond anime and Nintendo 
- the pop culture side of Japanese culture,” he said. 

Lamb has visited Japan four times and even interned in a 
company in Tokyo for a summer. 

‘Hajimemashte’ translated means ‘nice to meet you: That 
is probably what you heard if you were at the Hinde Audi- 
tiorium or the Japanese Club’s Japan Culture Night. 

Lamb said the J-club worked hard to put on the event

in grade school, she started writ- 
ing. 

“Kacey was born old,’ Karesa said.
